WARSAW, August 25.— The forfrcBB 
of NovogeorgievBk Ilea in ruins. The 
Qermana entered the heart of the great 
Rnaalan stronghold from the ri^ht 
During the night the Associated Press 
correspondent had witnessed" the im- 
pressive speetaele of the terrific as- 
sault which led to the fall of the fort- 
ress. 

From a point to the southweat of the 
Vistula Is seemed as if brief flaahes of 
lightning were constantly hanging 
over the great ring of forts. There 
was a constant rain of exploding shell, 
Si'arclili^lil 8 moved from jmint to 
point and magazihes exploded at brief 
Intervals, rocket%#rhissed into thejdr 
and the thmider- of cannon was con- 
tinuous. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock sheets of 
flame aprang into the air from the 
northern front indicating that one of 
the forts had l.ecii Idown up. Soon 
afterward a second fort exploded, the 
bombardment continued however, with 
nndiminlHlied vloleni i^ as the Uu.csians 
expended their last efforts to save the 
eltadel upon the strength of which 
they had pinned their hopes. The fi- 
nal opposition was from the southerly 
forta.

\V\sm.\nTON', .AnmiHt 1!:?.- The 
new American note to (Jreat Britain 
on interference with neutral trade will 
probably be redrafted because of the 
l^ritish order making cotton contra- 
liaiul. 

The note had virtually been com- 
pleted. It will now be altered and 
l'iol)nlily will treat at lenKth the Mues 
tion of the validity under iuterualional 
law of Great Britain'a latest action. 

While there Is no Intention to al)an- 
t'on the claim for payment for cotton 
seised prior to the British order, these 
oaaea now have a different status and 
a complete record of this phase of 
the dispute can be pnMiared and pre- 
sented. Cases under the contraband 
order must all go before Britiah prize 
courts and there will he no Informal 
negotiations as there have been in 
connection with previous seliurea. 

The American note, it la under- 
stood, vvill lodge formal protest 
against the placing of cotton on the 
contraband list and a lengthy diplo- 
matic exchange probably will follow. 

While the new formal note Is In pre- 
paration, State Department offlcialu 
are continuing their Informal ' efforts 
to si'riire reienfje of the millions of 
liollurs worth of German and .Austrian 
gooda consigned to the I'nited States 
now being held at Rotterdam and 
ether neutral ports as a result of the 
nritish order In council.

prevail that employment In cannerlea 
cannot possibly be harmful to children 
when the conditions there aM WUally 
worse than In factories. 

"W'e feel that the only successful 
way to meet the cannery situation is 
through the federal law which will be 
lntro<luc|d in tbe next congress and 
which.

Washington, D. C, August 24.— A 

number of suggestions to help the 
rural public school teacher In leading 
I'is or her pupils to see tlie direct re- 
lation between home life And their 
school studies are contained In a new 
1 uhlicallon of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. Tills bulletin, .No. 1*81, en- 
titled "Co-relating Agriculture with 
the Public School Subjects In the 
.Northern States," contains a plan of 
v'ork extending from Scptenibor 
througb the fall, winter and spring to 
the end of June. Under this plan each 
liuijii it* encouraged to undertake some 
home project; that is to say, some 
work at home which will extend 
itiroiifili a wliole .st\'isoii, will he con- 
nected with lUv instruction in agricul- 
ture whloh the pupil receives at school 
and a record of the results which will 
be faithfully kept and turned in to the 
teacher at the conclusion of the pro- 
ject. At school the pupil's exerciscH 
In arithmetic, spelling, Bngllsh, geo- 
l^raphy, etc. :ire no directed that the 
value of these subjects in practical 
life Is made dear. Tor example, 4n the 
language lessons, the pupil may be 
asked to write out the method which 
he used in testing milk with a Dub- 
oock tester, special emphasis being 
placed upon the need for making the 
meaning nl)Holulely clear. In tlie same 
way the records obtained from cow 
testing may be used as exercises In 
aritiinietic and the pupil asked to com* 
pule tlie total yield of butter fat, its 
money value and the estimated profit 
fiom any given dairy herd.

EDUCATION LAWS IN SOUTH. 



A new compilation of child labor 
laws which will be issued shortly by 
the National Child Labor Committee 
contains the leglalatlon ennctM In lOlS. 

AlthouKli fhlH hiHt yeiir wns a reac- 
Uonary one for social welfare legisla- 
thm, the National ChtM Labor Com* 
mittee feels that there were some Stflk- 
ing galnn In ciilld labor laws. 

Two states which have hitherto defied 
all efforts to raise their standards- 
Pennsylvania and Alabama— have 
yielded to the pressure of pnt)lic opin 
Ion. Alabama has n fourteen year 
limit for all gainful occupations, to go 
Into effect In September. lUlti, Instead 
of her former twelve year limit for 
factories only. A sixteen year limit 
for dangerous occupations hi included 
In the law, na well as a twelve year 
limit for imys and an eighteen year 
limit for k'iils 1m street wurlt. 

Tho striiiing fculnre of Pennsylva- 
nia's new law Is the contiinintion 
school clause, which requires children 
of fourteen and fifteen who are regu- 
larly employed to attend continuation 
schools eight hours a week. Other Im- 
portant features are the twenty one 
year limit fi)r night messengei-s, jdiys- 
ical exiiinlnntl(Wi and the eoniiiletlnn of 
the nlxih grado l>cfore a work permit 
can be secured, and the rsgutatloa of 
street work. 

Michigan had an unusnsi experience. 
The age limit for common gnlnfui oc- 
cupations wns raised from fourteen to 
fifteen AT TIIK UKQrKST OF TTII3 
EMPLOYEIIS. The bill wns drafted 
and the campaign dlre< ted by them. 
In addition to ralalug the ago limit. It 
raises the grade which a child must 
complete before a work permit can be 
secured from the fourth to the sixth 
grsda 

Compulsory education laws were 
passed by three southern stiites. The 
Florida and South Carolina laws are 
local option only, bat the Texas Uiw 
Is state wide. 

CaUfOmla and Iowa strengthened 
their laws by Including provisions fOr 
the regulation of street work and the 
night messenger scrvlee. In addition 
to the street work clause I'lwn imssed 
an eight hour dny for cliU lieii under 
alxteen and strengthened her work 
permit provisions. A written statement 
from the employer, saying that he In- 
tends to employ the child. Is now 
necessary before a i lilld can secure a 
work iKTHiit. .\ similar clause wns 
liu'oriH>rated Hits year In the Ilhode 
Island law and a street work pro- 
TMon soaetod establishing a twelve 
year Unilt for boys and a sixteen year 
limit for girls engaged in selling news- 
papers or merchandise. 

Nevada created the office of lalwr 
oonimlnsloner Id eiifon'e the child lalKir 
law, and Wyoming enacted a nine hour 
day for children under fourteen In all 
gainful occopationa. In fact, tber^ was 
a gala la every state but oas of those 
which passed laws this year affsetlat 
children. Tenneesee weakened Its Isw' 
by exempting canneries from prac- 
tically all provisions of the law. But 
an attempt to repeal the Arliaiisas law 
was defeated, so that, on the whole, 
the National Child Labor Committee 
fuels that the cbUd labor legisUtion of 
1018 lap i eee n ts steady progress.

A recent i)au)|itilet lHsue<l by the Na 
tional Child Lnlwr Comniittee states 
that over 17,000 children under sixteen 
ware reported cngnged In mining oe- 
cupatloas by tho 1910 ceasas of oeca- 
patlons. 

If we hfld no child lalnir we should 
have very much less tuberculosis; we 
should h^re very much less al>-(dioltsm 
and fewer diseases of the mind and 
the asrvoos system.— pr.

IX>NDON, Aagost 15.— The Oerman 

naval reverses In the Oultof Riga and 
the llaltic Sea, the Oerman success In 
occupying the fortress of Ossowetz 
and a British naval bomhardmeat of 
the German naval base at Zeebrugge 
today, liirniHiied a scries of new fea- 
tures which temporarily diverted at- 
tt ntloB from the gravity of the Issues 
growldg out of the slaklag of the 
White Star i.inc steamship Arabic by 
a German submarine. 

The German version of the Riga bat- 
tle has not yet been given out but the 
•icflnlteness of the official Kusslan rc- 
|iort on the Hinking or crippling of 
the German battle cruiser Moitke, two 
other cruisers and eight torpedo boats 
I;a8 sent a wave uf enthusiasm 
throughout tho country and dispelled 
tlie depression over the Russian re* 
treat on land. Aside from tlic loss 
of the German ships, the naval en- 
gagement is regarded chiefly import- 
ant for the strategic effect upon the 
land operation in the German sweep 
eastward toward I'etrograd which mil- 
itary observers now consider as hav- 
itig been checked and possibly irrepar- 
iibly defcat(>d. 

The German center has pressed for- 
ward steadily until Prince Leopold of 
Itavaria Ir near the Itusslan new line 
of defense, but the military observers 
say that the entire campaign hinged 
ou the vast enveloping movement of 
Field Marshal Von Hlndenburg's 
forces in the north. They had suc- 
ceeded In pushing for beyond UIga, to 
Jncobstadt on the Dvlna, but the Rus- 
Hlans hold on to the Oiilf of Rina and 
<>f the great naval base of Uiga was 
a continual menace In Von Hlnden- 
burg's rear. 

This, the military observers say. 
u on 1,1 have led to a shifting of a num- 
ber of German capital abips, including 
I lie Moitke, from the North Sea to the 
r.altie Willi the [iurpos(> t)f controlling 
liiga and thus protecting a German 
land advance on Petrograd. The re- 
Hiilt of the naval battle, as gleaned 
from the otTlclal report, appears defi- 
nitely to hav| defeated to German 
objective, according to the observers, 
^sho say that aside from the loss of 
the ships of gulf and tlie naval base 
of Riga are still In Russian hands 
and menace Von Hlndenburg's further 
advance toward I'etrograd. 

The capture by the (Jermons of the 
fortress of Ossowetx gives them an- 
other stronghold, 6nly Grodno and 
I'.rcst-Lltovsk remaining In the cen- 
tral section It also n'woa theni the 
main point on the railway to Biclsk 
and Brest-Lltovsk. 

Special reports from Petrograd In- 
dicate that the Kusslan position at 
nresi-IJtovsk gradually is becoming 
iintenalile and that the public Is be- 
ing prepared for It sabandonment. 
Only meager details have been re- 
ceived conceiving the British bom- 
bardment of the Oerman submarine 
base at Zeebrugge and neighboring 
points on the Belgian coast, Uorlin 
reports that forty British ships were 
engaged in It, hut the British admir- 
alty as yet has made no statement. 

The firing lasted several hours, the 
Cerman heavy artillery answering the 
Mritlsh fire. That there has been 
I'lcnch naval activity in the same lo- 
cality Is shown in the Paris official 
communication, whloh announces the 
sinking of Oerman torpedo boat de- 
stroyer off Ostend by two French tor- 
pedo boats. In the west there have 
been no notable ohaages In the battle 
line.
